View Russian Peace Step 


Here As Unfriendly Act 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—Of- 


ficials of this government regard 
the Bolshiviki move for an armis- 
tice between Russia and her enu- 
mies and the opening of imme- 
diate peace negotiations as an act 
that would place Russia almost in 
tho list of unfriendly nations. 


Press dispatches telling of the 


peace movement, were confirmed 
by a cable from Ambassador Fran- 
cis, received today by the state de- 
partment. 


It was pointed out that if these 


negotiations be successful, it would 
be most difficult to deal with Rus- 
sia as a neutral country in view 
of the position she has held as an 
ally fighting Germany and a mark- 
ed advantage in the war that such 
a course might be given the latter 
country. 


Ambassador Francis has

given no instructions to deal with 
the Bolshiviki government".

URGES A COMPROMISE 


COMMISSIONER ADVISES CITi.'OF- 


FICIALS AX1> LIGHTING COM- 


PANY TO AGREE. 


Conference nt Albany Barren of Dl- 


rtx't Results, 15xccut for Evidence 
Tl»at Commis^on Believes Company 
Entitled to Some Increase. 


- Fruitless was the scheduled hear- 
ing; -which developed really into a con- 
ference, at tho offices 01" the Public 
Service commission at Albany yester- 
day between the attorneys and official 
representatives of the Oneonta .Light 
and Power company and the city of- 
ficials upon tho question of increased 
rates for gas and electricity in this 
city. The train was late in reaching 
Albany and it was 11 o'clock when the 
Oneonta men arrived and shortly af- 
ter reaching the office of the commis- 
sion and before any effort was made 
to open, tho hearing 
Commissioner 


Irvine, who was scheduled to conduct 
the hearing, announced that he had 
been called to Ithaca upon an import- 
ant matter and could not hear the 
matter during the day. Ho informed 
the representatives of both the city 
and the company that they best make 
one moro effort to reach a. compro- 
mise. 
He advised that .the rooms of 


the commission were at the disposal 
of the conferees. There was left but 
one interpretation of his attitude, that 
being that he will hear the case onlf 
as a last resort. 


The city tvas represented by Mayor 


Ceperley, Aldermen Lauren, Eolton 
and Morris and Attorney Becker, and 
the company.by Attorneys Smith and 
Thompson with 
Resident Manager I 


Sellers and Mr. Hodson, the latter an' 
expert with 
the -"company. Several 


hours were spent in going over the 
situation. The company claims a dire 
need for increased revenues, owing to 
the largely increased cost of produc- 
tion and the requirement of tho com- 
mission itself, which directs that the 
company shall sset aside annually ten 
per cent of the value of the plant, not 
including realty, for replacement. The 
company figures that the additional 
needs are much larger, but states that 
it seeks to raise only about $9,000 by 
increased rates at this time. It has no 
desire to press the service charge, but 
thinks that it should receive at least 
12 cents for electricity if 51.05 for gas 
is granted as a temporary increased 
rate during the stringent war time 
prices. 


The city officials did not disclose the 


position that will be taken provided 
the subject goes to the 
commission 


for a decision, but objected to the in- 
crease asked as calculated to injure 
both the city and the company and in- 
sisted that ther aro bounds beyond 
which it is unwise to advance at this 
time lest the change be demoralizing 
to the business and iif fact accentuate 
tho very condition which the company 
seeks to obviate. 
It was suggested 


that 
the conditions 
may in a few 


months be relieved to some extent at 
least and that for the time being the 
prices asked bo modified. 


Tho representatives of the company , 


make out a strong case for an increas- 
ed income in some form, which very 
likely would result In rates consider- 
ably in advance of those proposed if 
the matter finally goes to the commis- 
sion for a definite ruling, yet displays | 
a disposition to meet upon some just 
basis for compromise fair 
to both 


sides. 
Tho city officials, in efforts to 


secure the most advantageous, rates 
possible are convinced that they can- 
not presume too far upon the com- 
mission and fore© the ruling. 
There 


they stood at the close of the confer- 
ence, '-with an adjournment taken for 
a few days for a further conference 
of company attorneys with their offi- 
cials "Snd bondholders, after which one 
niore and undoubtedly the final effort 
to effect some mutually acceptable 
compromise will be made.

or poisoned by the fumes of horrible 
#as. To be picked up promptly and 
to receive careful treatment means 
life. To be left lying a long time on 
the batclefleld means, If not death, 
perm;<ii«nt mutilation and disablement. 
Which Is It to be? That depends upon 
you, 


Help to Bring Victory. 
' 


"But that Is not ell I would say to 


the American people. 
I would say 


also this: Bear In mind continually, 
remind yourselves night and morning, 
that when.you subscribe to the Red 
Cross, you are doing your little bit 
toward the victory of your troops, and 
when you help to bring victory within 
sight, you are helping to make your 
home safe, whatever part of the coun- 
try you live In; helping to assert and 
to justify the claim of the American 
peoph; to live as they choose to live, 
not as someone else wishes them to 
live. 


"The war may seem n long way off 


from your home. 
You may find It j 


difficult to Imagine any Interference ! 
by outsiders with the way of life to ! 
which you are accustomed. But think i 
of Belgium, think of Serbia, think of I 
Koumania. 
Think of the north of { 


France nnd Poland and the western j 


i provinces of Russia. There the peo- i 


pie have to live as Prussia orders j 
them to live. They cannot carry on 
their businesses. 
They are not al- 


lowed to go out nnd come In as they 
please. They are liable at any mo- 
ment to be carried off into Germany 
and put to exhausting hard labor. 
Think of the people of Alsace and 
Lorraine before the war. 
They were 


not able to live as they wished to 
live. Think of the Danes in Schleswig- 
Holstein who hnve been obliged to 
struggle against Pnissianization with 
painful effort for fifty years. Think 
of the Inhabitants of German Poland, 


!' refused the right to have their chil- 


dren taught in their own language, 
deprived of their land, forced to sub- 
mit to being Germanized In very harsh 
and abominable ways. 


Would Control the World. 


"Germany's aim Is to control the 


•world. 
This aim has been uvowed 


over and over ngnln by German writ- j 
ers nnd speakers. It wna mnde popn- I 
lar, it was taught In schools. No con- j 
sideratlon of honor or justice or hu- j 
inanity n-ns to be allowed to interfere 
with It. 
Maximilian Harden, editor 


of the German weekly paper called, 
'The Future,' Is a man who shouts 
with the crowd. Now he is for peace. 
Now he attacks the kaiser and Junker- 
dotn for falling to keep their promises 
of victory. 
But, when the German 


people believed lu those promises, 
when they thought it possible that 
their claim to world-domination might 
b« made good, Harden told them, 'The 
whole question is one of force.' 
Who- 


ever hud strength should use It. 'If 
we want to secure the position In the 
world which Is our due, we must trust

July day In 1014 when the'Huns nrw 
peared with bayonets on their rifles 
and stood sentry on the good mayor 
of Colmar. 


"You 
Americans do things tout a 


coup—all of a sudden—what you say? 
Maybe no mayor from these United 
States ever resigned himself from office 
so quick as I took myself out of the 
malrle of Colmar. 


"You see I had not been loved for 


some time by Berlin, because I had 
refused to receive decorations from 
M. le Kaiser or to acknowledge that 
Deutchland was uber alles In Colmar. 
We Alsatians are not pacifists. We 
knew for quite a while that war would 
break over us one of these days and 
that the Boches would come marching 
in with the kind of kultur we hated to 
think about. 
One of my daughters 


thought of what to do, so she said 
to me: 


"'Papa, -when war comes you must 


be the first out of Colmar.* 


"So we talk It over often en famille. 


Nothing was omitted. For we knew 
that the name of Blumenthal was at 
the head of the list of those to be ar- 
rested. 


"Blen! It was the day of July 31, 


1914, that very polHe German officers 
and soldiers arrive to my office in the 
town hall of Colmar. They show me 
proclamations from the general com- 
mandant, which I am, with greatest 
politeness, requested to post. Those 
posters say how danger of war is pro- 
claimed. Colmar is to go under mar- 
tial law. That Is sufficient. I am still 
considering my program when more 
gray soldiers come In with still more 
politesse to inform me that-I am now 
an ex-mayor. A German judge at the 
court of appeals is to take my office. 


Fritz Is "Bone-ln-the-Head." 


"I see my daughters! The day is 


pleasant for motoring! I say! Why 
not a little trip to the station! They 
are delighted to take the air. But 
when we reach the town of Neubrei- 
sach we are completely halted by more 
German bayonets. The officer is full of 
anger and all puffed up with rules, like 
every German. What do I nieau by 
driving up to a guarded city with my 
motor? Do I not know the rules of 
war? It makes me nothing when I tell 
the Herr Lieutenant that I am a peace- 
ful avocat and do not know anything 
about war. He arrests me and sends 
my daughters back home In the auto- 
mobile. 


"Herr Lieutenant is quite German 


in his behavior. He calls a common 
soldier, who goose steps away with me 
to see the general. This poor Fritz 
was bone-in-the-head, too, as you saj 
it in America. 
" 'Well, well!' says the general in 


great irritation, 'what have you there!" 
" 'He was arrested at the gate, Herr 


General!' 


" 'Take him away!' groans M. le Gen- 


eral. 
" 'Jah, Herr General. "Where shall I 


take him?' 


'"Take him anywhere. Take him 


to the station.'

"The private salutes, shoulders his 


musket, and marches me away to the 
railroad station." 


The former mayor of Colmar stroked 


his little gray bear,d and shot bright 
sparks from his round, black eyes.
